ARTICLES of REGULATION, 


Concerning the 


SESSI1O N. 


HE Commiſſioners appointed by His Majeſty, with the Advice and Con- 
ſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, for Regulation of Judicatorys,i n diſ- 
Charge of the Truſt committed to them, and after long and mature Delibe- 
ration, Do in the firſt place, for che effeCtual preventing and reſtraining of A- | 
buſes, and exorbitant Exadtions in the Seſſion, and for the more ſpeedy, eafie, | 
and ſure Adminiſtration of Juſtice by the Lords thereof, humbly ofter to His 
Majcfies Approbation, the Afts, Orders and Conſtitutions tollowing, 
7. That in the extracting of Acts or Decreets, whatever Sheets are repeated 
out of former Ads already extracted, and payed for in the ſame Proces, thall in 
the A& or Decreet wherein they are repeated, be only peyed for as Copies, at 
the price of eight /hi/l. Scots per ſheet, and no more to be given to thu Copier ; 
and that the quota of Lines, or quantity of Writing of theſe ſheets, be at leaſt as 
amany lines, and as much Writing in each ſheet as was determined by the former 
A@ of Regulation, and that whatever new ſheets ſhall be addedin the poſterior 
AQ, or inthe Decreet, ſhall pay each ſheet as a new ſheet, conform to the for. 
mer Regulation, and that a broken ſheer, if any be,be payed for as a whole ſheet. 
2. Items, For each Bill preſented in the Inner-houſe, there ſhall only be pay- 
ed for preſenting, fifty eight /þ:1. Scots, and for preſenting the written Anſwers 
made to the ſame as much ; And that in this manner, viz. That the ſaid Pay- 
ments be firſt payed in by the Parties to the ColleRor aftermentioned,and by him 
marked upon the faid Bill and Anſwers before they be preſented to the Lords. 
3- Item, Thar where Bills and Anſwers are inſerted in Ads or Decreets, every 
Bill and every Anſwer be reckoned in order to payment, a ſheet 3 and that for 
the (ame ſo reckoned, there ſhall only be payed fourteen pence Scots for the Bill, 
and as much for the Anſwers, though either the Bill or Anſwers may be ſhorter 
or longer than a ſheer, and that this price thus regulate, for preventing the 
trouble of Compring, be in that place of the three pouzds ſcots in uſe to be pay- 
ed for the Sheets of Decreets or AQts,the reſt of the Sheets always paying as above. | 
4. Item, That all the Clerks both of the Inner-houſe and Outer-houſe, be put | 
under Pay by yearly Sallaries or Fees, and moft (trittly diſcharged of all other 
takings whatſoever, under the Pain of Deprivation, and of the Sum of one years 
Sallary beſide 3 And that the Cognition and Tryal of their Obſervance hereof be 
by the Lords of Seffion, at the inſtance of any who ſhall complain. And far- - 
der, that in caſe any Party in any Proceſs,ſhall think fir to complain of the Clerk 
for undue taking, the Lords ſhall receive the Complaint ſurnmarly, and call both 
the Clerk and Party or Perſon alledged to have given, and firſt make the ſaid 
Party or Perſon declare in Writing under his Hand, whether he hath given or 
_ not; and whathehath given, and then take tryal of the matter by Oat of the 
Clerk complained upon, or by any other Method of Tryal the Lords ſhall chiok 
zuſt. A 2 5. liem

s. Trew, That all the iaid Clerks give their Oaths at their Admiſſion, and re- 
new the ſame again the beginning of every Seſſion, that they ſhall obſerve this 
Regulation, and that his Oath be conceived in the Formula following. 


I A. B. Do by this my great and ſolemn Oath, in the preſence of the 
Almighty GOD, promiſe and ſwear, that in my Office of Clerk, or for the 
diſcharge thereof in any part, T ſhall not, either by my ſelf, or any other per- 
ſon or way whatſoever, take from any Party or Perſon whatſoever, either 
Money or good Deed, or Bond, or Promiſe of Money or good Deed, dire!y 
or indirely, in any ſort over and above the yearly Sallary and Fee, allowed 
to me for may ſaid Office, and that I ſhall content wy ſelf with the ſaid Sala 
Lary, and hold my ſclf honeitly and itridly tothe ſame, So help me GOD. 


6. Item, That the ſaid Sallaries be as follows, viz. For the Principal Clerks, 
or the Clerks of the Inner-houfe, ro each of them four. thouſand Merks ſcors 
yearly; 2nd to the under Clerks, or Clerks of the Outter-houle to each of them 
fifteen hundred #2erks yearly, tobe payed out of the Dues of their whole Offices 
by the CollecQor after-mentioned. Bur ifin any year, the laids Dues ſhall 
pen not to extend fo far, that then the Dues colleCted ſhall be divided amongſt 
them proportionably, the Colle&ors Fees always included in manner after-men- 
rioned, and with this Proviſion, that the preceeding 'nlakes ſhall be made up, 
and payed out ofthe firſt of the Excreſs of the ſucceeding years, and the ſuperplas 
of the {aid Dues, after compleating of the ſaid Payments, ſhall be diſpoſed of by 
the Lords of Seſſion in this manner, zz. In the firſt place, for repairing of ſuch 
of the Clerks who have lately bought, their Places at dear Rates, which are not 
yet ſufficiently compenſed , and thereafter for ſuch other Uſes concerning the 
' good of the Colledge of Juſtice, as the ſaids Lords ſhall think fir. 

7 tem, That Extraters have the Allowance of fourteen pence per Sheet of all 
Aﬀs and Decreets, and no more, and that this fourteen pence be payed in by 
the Leidges to the ColleFor afterementioned, over aad above, and together with 
the three Pounds Scots to be payed for ilk Sheet as formerly, and that the Col- 
le&or give the ſaid Fourteens back to the ſaids Extracters quarterly, to each of 
them as they ſhall inſtru& their ſhare and Intereſt in the ſame, by their Minut- 
Books, or other ſufficient Documents. 

8. rem, That nothing be payed by way of Drink-money or otherwiſe, either 
to the Clerks, whether Principal or Under-Clerks, or to'their Servants, or De- 
penders, either for calling Summonds, or Ads, or for Copies of Suſpenſions, In+ 
cerloquitors or Minuts, or giving 1n, or getting out of Papers, or getting up,or 
giving back Proceſſes, or for any other Caule, except what is above allowed, 
andis to be payed in to the Colletor above-mentioned. 

9. Item, That there be a, Colleftor Nominat and Choſen by the Lords for 
Colle&ing, Ingathering and Keeping all the Dues and Payments above-allowed, 
and that he have a yearly. Sallary of eighteen. hundred mere ſcots, to be payed 
out of the ſameFond with the Clerks, and who- ſhall bear a Proportianal De- 
dution with them, in caſe of ſhort-coming, and. have the ſaid. ſhort-comingor 
Inlakeſnpplyed in the fame manner with them #t ſupra ; and: that at his admiſh- 
on, and in the beginning of every Seſſion he take the ſame Oath preſcribed to the 
Clerks mutatis mutandis ; and that he find.ſ\ufbcient Caution for the diſchargeof 
his Office ; and that he mark and ſign the Payments made as-aboveappoi | 
uponevery Af, Decreet, or other Writ that are to paſs his hands: Ant thatthe 
ſaids Writs make no Faith unleſs by bim marked asfaid is. And: to the effe&t the 
Clerks may have a ſufficient Check upon the Colletor, That rhe Collefor' fig 
their Minut-books ence every Week,at ſuch a time as he and they ſhall agree. 
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10. That for hereafter in admitting Clerks of the Seſſion, whether for the In. 
ner or Outer-houſe, the Lords of Seſſion oblerve the tollowing Rule, »:z. Thar 
they. admit no perſon to be a Clerk in the Inner-houſe, unleſs he bean Advocat 
or Writer to the Signet, and has ſerved as ſuch three years betore ; And next, 
that they take ſtri&t Tryal of the Ability and Integrity of a'l « lerks they ſhall 
admit, for performing their reſpective Offices, and that every | lerk in the Inner. 
houſe, ſhall at his Admiſhon make Faith, and purge himlelt by his great Oath : 
that he hath not given, nor promiſed, dire&ly or indireCtly for procuring or 
obtaining his ſaid Office and Place, more than tour thouland wrerks, or an years 
Sallary; and that the Clerks of the Outer-houſe make Faith, and purge themlelves 
in like manner, that they have not given nor promiſed, direttly or iridirely, 
for procuring and obtaining their {aid Office and Place, more than onethouſand 
pound ſcots, Or an years Sallary thereof. 

11. Items, That to prevent all{lackneſs in the Clerks, in diſcharge of their Of- 
fices,theLordstake courle char the Leidges beby them diligently and tairhfully ſer- 
ved, under ſuch Rules and Cetrifications as they ſhall think'meet. 

12. [tem, That the Regiſters immediatly under the Clerk-Regiſters Keeping 
in the lower Parliament Houle,or any where els be parent t9all the Leidpes, with- 
out any payment or other acknowledgment ot that ſort, to be made to any for 
fight of the Minut Books ; and that for ſearching in the ſaids Regiſters, there be 
there be only paved a Rix Doller to the Regiſters Servant ; And that for the 
Extracts to be taken out of the lame, there be payed as foliows, »:2.Of any Writ 
paſt and Regiſtrat ſince the year 1650, the double of the Extras of Decreetrs 
given out by the Clerks of Seſſion, which makes fix pounds cots for each Sheer, 
and this {ix poxnds to be both for writing and figning: And of any Writ regiſtrat 
before the year 1660, the treble, which makes nine pounds ſcots for each ſheet 
writing and ſigning, «t ſupra. Item, That there be only payed to the Regiſter, 
for any Petition given in to be preſented in Parliament twenty werks ſcots, and 
for the firſt Extrats of Acts, and Decreets of Parliament, in tavours of Privat 
Perſons, one hundred merk.: ſeots 5 and for the ſecond Extracts thereot twenty 
merks money foreſaid 3 And that there be nothing more payed for the ſaid Fe- 
titions or Extras under the Name of Drink money, or upon any other pretence, 
to any other Perſon whatſoever : And that the Regiſter exa& no more in time 
coming for his Sign and Subſcription nor a Merk ſcots as was in ule betore the 
year 1686. And that if the Regiſter or his Servants tranſgreſs in the Premiſles, 
the Regiſter ſhall be Tryed and « enſured by the Lords of Seffion, and his Ser. 
vants ſhall be in like manner tryed by them, and ſhall beceniurable by Fining, 
Impriſonment, or otherways, as the Lords ſhall (ee caule. 

13. That the fide-Bar,commonly ſo called in the Outer-houſe be wholy taken 
away; thatisto ſay, That no Lord of Seffion be for hereafter allowed to call any 
Cauſe there 3 except only that the Ordinary on the Bills, may go there to his 
wonted place and Station, and call and hear Parties, in order to the paſling or 
refuſing of Bills, according to the © uſtom vefore obſerved + And that it be far= 
der declared, that it any ofrhe faids Lords, ſhall go and call Cauſes at the ſide- 
Bar, hereby diſcharged ; neither the Parties, nor their Advocats, nor the Clerks 
ſhal! be obliged to anſwer, or attend ; nor ſhall their nor aniwering, or not at- 
tending, be prejudicial to them in any ſort. Itew, That to Supply any good 
uſe, that the foreſaid (ide-Bar, might have lerved for; rhat for hereafter the Lord 
Ordinary in the OutersHonſe, ſhall have and make uſe of his fitting, and time 
on the Bench in the Ouzer- Houſe, every Sat#rnday torenoon during the Seffion, 
for calling\uch Cauſes, ashaving been called by him, in order of the Rolls, on 
the preceeding days of that Week, and not put to any Period, were formerly in 
uſe to have been called again by him at the ſide Bar; And for that end, that 
no Ads becalled on the ſaid Saturnday, until the Lord Ordinary go through the 
Caids Caules, to be called again as (aid is. And that the Ordinary take care on 
the preceeding days ofthe Week,the as may have ſufficient time to call _ 
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Ads, if they find the ſaid Calling prejudged by the ſaid appointment of the $,- 
turnday, in lien of the ſaid Bar. 

14. That to ſhorten Proceſſes, Acts, and Decreets, the Lord Ordinary that 
hears the Cauſe, and is to report the ſame, take in the Minuts from the Clerks 
after they are ſhown to both Parties;and thatif needful, he reform the ſame, and 
thereupon reportthe Cauſe, notwithſtanding ofany thing in the contrary.con- 
tained in the late AQ of Parliament, anent Advocats their ſubſcribing of the Mi- 
nuts of Debate, and that the Minuts ſo figned by the Ordinary, be patent to the 
Parties, in the Clerks hands. . 

15. That Cauſes called in preſence,and appointed by a particular deliverance 
to be heard on a certzin day, be peremptorly called that day, according 
tothe Order,2nd Date of the ſaid Deliverance;and that a Roll of them be made 
for that end; and that the Cauſe ſo ordered, ſhall have the ſame Right to be cal- 
{ed at its day, as Cauſes inrolled in the Books of Inrollment, whoſe Order the 
Lords cannot alter ; and that no Cauſes becalled by the ordinary Rell that day 
until the Cauſe thereto remitted be heard, and diſcuſſed. 4 

16. That all points, that the Lords upon Reports, or Bills,ſhall think fit co 
hear in preſence, be eirher immediatly called and debated as to that Point,or o- 
therways be inrolled in the Roll of Caules, in the Inner. houſe, according to 
' the Date of the Lords Deliverance; and that for that end, the Parties Procu- 
rators who demand a Hearing, be always ready to debate, or that otherways 
the Lords may determine upon the former debate. 

17. That Ads and Decreets againſt more Debitors than one, may be Extras 
Qed in parts relating particularly to any of the Defenders,as if they did proceed 
upon a ſingle Lybel ; And that Acts and Decreets upon competition of Rights 
may be extracted in paris, each Party extracting the Decreet of his preference to 
others, with the grounds thereof, ſo as the Party poſtponed needs not extrat 
the Debate, anent his being poſtponed ; but only cauſe relate in genera], that 
ſuch Rights are preferred to him, as, Y. G. If there be five Competitors,the Par- 
ty preferred in the firſtplace,needs extract no more bnt the produCton of all their 
Intereſts, with the grounds of his preference to the other four, and he that is 
preferred in the ſecond place, needs not extratt the grounds,and debate where- 
upon the firſt is preferred to him; but only after a ſimple Narrative, that the firſt 
was preferred, deduce the Grounds, and debate whereupon he is preferred to 
the laſt three, without inſerting the grounds of Debate betwixt the three that 
arepoſtponed to him : And fo for the reſt of the Competitors, and that how 
ſoon any Competitoris preferred he may extra& his preference at his pleaſure,in 
the manner above-mentioned, albeit the Competition as to the reſt, be not de- 
termined. 

18. That in time-coming, Decreets 7 f-ro be not reduced and laid open up- 
on Nullities, further than ad hune effeFunr,to hear the Parties anent redrefling his 
Prejudice by that Nullity; and that it be declared, that the reſt of the Interloqui- 
tors in the foreſaid Decreet do ſtand, tanquam res haFenus judicate. 

19. That in all concluded Canſes, when the Lord appointed to prepare the 
ſame for Adviſing, doth adviſe the {aids Cauſes; the Advocats for the Parties, 
are either to objett at the preparing what they haveto ſay againſt the Report to 
be made, or to make their {aid Objedtions within at moſt fourteen days thereaf- 
ter; which Objeftions with the Anſwers thereto, ſhall be conſidered by the ſaid 
Ordinary, and ſhall be ſubjoyned ro the Report. Andin caſe this be negleRted, 
the Party negle&ting ſhall not be heard at the Adviſing, until he Conſign an A- 
mand of five Dollars ; and that no Objeftion be made at the Adviſing againſt 
the A&, but againſt the Report, asto the Points proven or not proven. 

20. That there be no Decreet of Certification upon Summonds of ReduCtion 
and Improbation, or of ſimple Improbation in Abſence. unleſs the Cauſe be firſt 
called in the ordinary manner, before the Lord in the Onter-houſe ; and that 
the {aid Lord do then appoint it to be Inrelled,according to the Date of its 1

ling : and if when the ſaid Summonds comes to be called in its Courſe, the ſaid 
Decreet of Certification ſhall ſtill happen to be given in ablence, then it ſhall re- 
main unextrated for the ſpace of four Weeks at leaſt thereafter. 

21. That in the caſe of other Decreets in abſence,after calling of the Summonds 
by the Clerk in the Outter-houſe in the ordinary manner, the Cauſe be inrol- 
led in the beginning of the next Weeks Roll, and inrolled accordingly ; and at 
the next calling in its Courſe, either Decreet be given in ablence, or it che De- 
fender compear ; that he be admitted to ſee and anſwer ; and that the Cauſe be 
again inrolled, and proceeded in thereafter, in the ordinary manner. 

22. That in all Cauſes where Probation is admitted, and made by Writ or 
Witneſſes ; the Lord Ordinary for concluded Cauſes, who prepares the ſametor 
Reporting, may conſider the the ſaid Probation ; and it he find it clear, that he 
mark it to beſo: and that in that caſe, the Probation and Caule be adviſed ſum- 
marly without order of the Roll. EfES- 

23- That for the remeiding of the Abuſe of the multiplying of Bills, and of 
their ſuperfluous length ; the Lords ſhall upon occaſion, as they find any Bill to 
be groundleſs, orin its length ſuperfluous and litigious, Fine the Advocat, Sub- 
ſcriber and Party, in ſuch a pecuniary MulGt,'to be inſtantly payed, asthey ſhall 
judge reaſonable. And farder, that in all Cauſes where the Lords at the Con- 
cluſion thereof, ſhall find the Succumber to have been calumnious or lirigious; 
they ſhall take in an Accompt from the Party prevailing, upon his O:th of the 
Expenſes and Damage that he hath been putro1n that Proceſs, and that then they 
decern : or in caſe of Extravagancy, Tax and Modife the ſaid Expenſes and 
Damage, to be payed by the Succumder to the Party prevailing 2s ſaid is : And 


this be more ſquarly and largely done in time coming, for the better preventing 


of calumnious and litigious Pleas and Proceſles. 

24. That in plzce ofthe Allowance, formerly in place of Adjudications, or 
Appryſings, there be only for hereafter, a ſhort Abbreviat made ot the Decreec 
of Adjudication, after the manner of the ſaid Allowance, and that this Abbreyi-. 
at be at the pronouncing of the ſaid Decreet, ſtgued by the Lord Pronouncer 
thereof, and given in to be recorde1 witiin threeſcore days after the pronoun- 
cirg of the ſaid Decreet, conform to'the ACt of Parliament anent Recording of 
Appryſings : andthatthe Recorder for Recording thereof, take no more than 
fourty ſhilling ſcots, whatever be the Sums of Money or Lands contained in the 
ſaid Decreet of Adjudication, or whatever may be thelength ther-of : and rhat 
the perſon Ingiver of the ſaid Abbreviat, his Name be marked,and helign to it.as 
is appointed at the Repiſter of Seafins : and that the Recorder of the ſaid Ab- 
breviat, do likewiſe mark immediatly after Recording thereof, whether the De- 
creet whereof it is the Abbreviat, be then ExtraQted or not; and in caſe the 
Recorder of the ſaid Abbreviats, ſhall not record the ſame duely as ſaid is, but 
ſhall happen to rake in any Abbreviat after the ſaid threeſcore days, that he be 
therefore upon Tryal, deprived by the Lords of Seffion. 

25. That for the cutting off of groundleſs and expenſive Pleas, and Proceſs 
esin time coming, the Lords of Seffion ſuſtain no ReduCtion of any Decreet-Ar- 
bitral, thar ſhall be pronounced hereafter upon a ſubſcribed Submiflion, at the 
Inſtance of either of the Parties Submitters, upon any Cauſe or Reaſon whatſever, 
unle(s that of Corruption, Bribry or Falſhood,to be alledged againſt the Judges 
Arbitrators who pronounced the ſame. | 

26. That in all Actions of Sale of Bankrupts Lands upon the late Ads of Par- 
liament, either depending, or to be hereafter raiſed ; the Ranking of the Credi- 
tors, and others concerned, ſhall proceed,and firſt be concluded by Decreet,at the 
leaſt to the Avail of the Price of the Lands found, and Stated bv the Lords of 
Seſſion, before the ſaids Lands be expoſed to Roup and Sale. 

27 That in the caſe wherea matter brought before the Council,is by them Re- 


mitted to the Seffion, to be there ſummarly diſcuſſed : the ſame ſhall not be 
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brought in before the iaids Lords of Seſſion, to be Debatedand Diſcufſed in the 
Forenoon, to the hindrance of the ordinary Courle of theRoll, and to the pre- 
Judice of the Leidges therein concerned ; but ſhall only if the Lords think fit, be 
brought in to be debated and diſcuſled as ſaidis, in ſuch an afternoon as they ſhal 
appoint. 

28. That to evite the Confuſion and Abuſes that oft-times happens in 4ftions 
againſt Debitors, where a Multicude of Debitors are called ; for hereafter in any 
Adtion to be intented before the Lords of Sefton againſt Debitors, there be not 
above ſix Defenders called in the ſame Summonds. 

29. That notwithſtanding of the Regulation formerly made of Advocars Fees 
:n the Att of Parliament 1672 ; yet to the effte&, the ſaid Regulation may be bet. 
ter obſerved in time coming, that the faids Fees be regulat according to the Qua- 


| lity of the perſons who ſhall employ them in manner following, viz. Thar for 


one Conſultation as is therein defin'd, a Nobleman ſhall not givemore to an Ad- 
vocat thannine Dollers, or two Guiniesat the moſt. That a Barron or Knight, 
ſhall not give more than ſeven Dollers, or one Guiney and a half at moſt. That 
any other Gentleman or chief Burgeſs, hall not give more than four Dollers,or 
one Guiney at moſt. And thatall the reſt of the Leidges, or any other Perſon, 
ſhall not give more than three Dollers at moſt. And farder, that there ſhal not 
be above three Advyocats called to the Conſulting the drawing of the Informa. 
tion, 2fter Diſpute to the Lords, and to the Advocat that draws the ſame, 
C of thele three ) may be given a full Fee, according to the foreſaid Regulati- 
on : and fothe other two, the half thereof, and no more. CN. 

20. That in all Proceſſes before the Seſſion, it ſhall be lawfal to any of the 
Parties, in any Step of the Proceſs, to Object againſt the other : and he either 
by himſelf, er ſome other for him, hath given or promiled co one or other of 
his Advocats, or to ſome other perſon, dire@ly or indiretly for the Advocats 
behove, more than is allowed by the foreſaid Regulation. And in this caſe if 
the Party confeſs, or be holden as confeſt, then he ſhall be immediatly.Fyned 


'by the Sentence of the Lords, in onethouſand pounds ſcots: whereof one thou- 


ſand zeerks to be payed to the ParzyObjefter,and five hundred Merks to the Poors 
Box. And that Letters on a ſimple Charge of ſix days, and other Executorials 
meceſfary, be dire& for payment thereof. And furder, if the Party diſcovered 
to be guilty as ſaid is, ſhalt happen to be the Purſuer, then the Proceſs ſhal Stop 
until the foreſaid Fine be payed as faid is, without prejudice of the foreſaid Ex? 
ecation for the ſame. And in caſe the Advocat alledged to have received more” 


"than the ſaid Regulation ſhal not after the Givers confeſſing, or being holden 


as confeſt, purge himſelf by his Oath in the Terms above ſet down, that he has 
received no more, then he ſhall be fined in the Quadruple of the Fee, allowed co 
him by the Regulation, and tranſgrefſed asſaid is, to be payed into the Poors 
Box. And furder, the ſaid Advocat tranſgreffing, not purging himſelf as ſaid is, 
ſhall be debarred from the Exerciſe of his Imployment for the ſpace of three 


Months of Seſſion time, without compting the time of Vacation. 
31. That-the whole Articles of Regulation, contained in the AQ of Parlia- 


ment 1672, be declared to bein full force, except in ſo far as they are hereby In-
